Champ Clark concluded Saturday it 
was necessary in the interest of his 
fight in Missouri for the state’s in­ 
dorsement for the democratic presi­ 
dential nomination to issue a formal 
statement reiterating his denial that 
he is a ‘ stalking horse” fo r'Governor 
Judson Harmon, of Ohio. 
It required some little inquiry th 
develop why the statement was pub­ 
lished. 
At Mr. Clark’s office it w*as 
said merely that the speaker had “got 
tired of the story being repeated over 
and over” and he wanted to put an 
end to the rumor. 
It 
was 
finally 
learned that Mr. Clark had seen some­ 
where Saturday a telegram : tating 
that a Folk Wilson alliance had been 
formed at a meeting in Kansas City, 
on the theory that a Clark-Harmon 
alliance already is in existence, and 
therefore Folk and Wilson should get 
together. 


The Clark statement follows; 
“The bald statement made hi Mis­ 
souri and some other places that I 
am in any degree, even remotely, con­ 
nected with Governor Harmon, or any 
other presidential candidate, is not 
only false in every particular, but 
absurd. 
Such a thing would not only 
be distasteful to me. but would be 
contrary to my whole political and 
public record.

Tile charge 
is too absurd to talk about. 
I am not

as one might change his shirt.

So have gone so far as to contend 
that laymen ought not to he p erm it­ 
ted to criticise courts, for the reason 
that they know nothing about them. 
But it frequently happens that the 
person who knows least about what 
we may call 
the 
“technique” of a 
subject Is able to criticise it most 


i i * elligentlv, since his 
judgment is 
not befogged by a mass of unessen­ 
tial details. .Sometimes a person is 
too close to his subject to 
form a 
fair appraisement of it. 
In an eastern 
court 
some years 
ago a man was tried for murder and 
was convicted. The trial court, how­ 
ever, neglected to ask 
him if he 
had any reason why sentence should 
not he pronounced against him. and 
because of this omission the higher 
court granted a new trial. Recently 
another court in the same jurisdic­ 
tion made the same 
mistake, 
hut 
this time the court of appeals 
did 
not grant a new' trial. It simply 
di­ 
rected the trial court to 
set aside 
the sentence, ask the prisoner the 
question. listen 
to 
his answer and 
rc-sentence him. 
Since

recurred after the verdict had been 
rendered, said the court of appeals, 
there was no occasion for granting 
a new' trial.

The fiubst iitial revision of rates 
made by th© convention of the Mod­ 
ern Woodmen of America at Chicago 
Saturday 
directly 
affects 
1,2 .’0,608 
members of the order. 
It marks, say 
the victors, the beginning of a safe 
era in the insurance departm ents of 
fraternal orders. 
The new rates become effective for 
new members May I, 1912. 
Old mem- 
lw^rs have until January I, 1913, to 
make their choice of seven optional 
plans. 
If by that date they have not 
declared their preference they will a r­ 
bitrarily be given the new’ w’hole life 
plan ranging at 75 cents a month to 
every $1,000 when IS years old to $2 
per $1,000 at 45. 
These increases were found to be 
necessary when officials of the actuary 
departm ent showed that in less than 
four years the society would have a 
deficit at the existent plan of rating. 
Some of the officials of the order 
say that the revision is in reality not 
so much an increase in the aggregate 
as a fairer reapportionm ent of rates 
through the ages of the insured. 
An 
equitable 
distribution 
upon 
the 
younger members is arranged to pro­ 
vide for benefits for the aged. 
By a majority of 153 the committee 
report revising the rates w’as accept­ 
ed 
without 
amendment. 
Many ex­ 
plained that they were convinced that 
the revision was essential, but that 
they must vote in accordance w ith in­ 
structions. 
The convention was watched with 
interest by the public at large, not 
only because the Modern Woodmen 
have the largest fraternal hen'*fciary 
organization in th e 'world, but also be­ 
cause they are the first of 150 frater­ 
nal orders to revise rates in an effort 
to adopt the safety plan of the in­ 
surance 
commissioners 
of 
various 
states as proposed at the Mobile, Ala., 
convention in 1910. 
The Mobile bill 
compeling higher fraternal insurance 
rates and greater reserves has been 
adopted by sixteen states, and is now- 
pending in six others. 
Insurance commissioners from four 
states, Illinois, Wisconsin, W est Vir­ 
ginia and Missisippi, and actuaries 
fiom Missouri heartily endorsed the 
Woodman a v isio n tables. 
Commis­ 
sioner Potter, of Illinois, extols the 
plan as an example for other fraternal 
insurance societies, which, it is anti­ 
cipated, will follow' with revisions to 
safeguard their futures. 
The tables are based on the mor­ 
tuary record of the order for the last 
twrenty-nine years. 
The record is the 
lowest ever shown by any society, 
and is adopted by the United States 
census bureau as a standard. 
The most im portant of the commit­ 
tee recommendations are as follows: 
A. 
Whole life insurance for future 
and present members at rates level 
during life, ranging from 75 cents per 
thousand at age of 18 to $2 at age 45. 
B. 
Term insurance to age 50 at 
rates level during term, ranging from 
40 cents at age 18 to 65 cents at 45; 
term insurance at age 60 at rates from 
50 cents at age 18 to 90 cents at age 
45; term insurance to age 70 at 60 
cents at age 18 to $1.30 at 45. 


C . 
Privilege of carrying insurance 
partly whole life and partly term, 
e. g., a $2,000 certificate may be is­ 
sued, $1,000 whole life. $500 term inat­ 
ing at age 50 and $500 term inating at 
age 70, giving maximum insurance at 
low- cost while member has obligations 
and dependent family, yet p revu ing 
substantial protection good until death 
at any age.
